STATE 


Senator "Williamson hn* intiodnoed a bill 


to amend the Act providing for the selection 
and sale of State lands, the test of which 
18 printed in tha JOURNAL. 
It provides for 


a reduction of the iate of iutsrost on de- 
ferred payments of lands from six to three 
per cent, per anuaoi. 


The Jo0r,NAL in its issue of Jutmarj 23th 


refeired to the subject embraced ia the bill 
and stated several facts ia connection 
therewith, showing why the propose'd re- 
daction in the rato of interest should be 
made. Persons who contracted for such 
lands, when the land craze was at its height 
a few years ago, paid twenty-five) cents an 
acre cash and have since paid six per cent, 
per annum interest on the balance of the 
purchase price. Tens of thousands of ncres 
of those lands are dear at what has been 
paid for there, as they are valueless except 
for grazing purposes, und, not worth much 
for that. 
Those "who contracted for them 


in too many instances hate been financi 
ally embarrassed by the losses of live 
stock canoed by the drouth of 1889 and the 
unprecedented severity of the Winter of 
1389-90, and contemplate abandoning the 
least valuable of them, in which event the 
school fund will lose the interest, and the 
counties iu which they are situated the 
nraouur, for which they are taxed, as they 
cttnuot be disposed of at the present price 
for many years to come. 


Aside from that consideration, however, 


the proposed reduction is simply an act of 
justice tj those who contracted for the 
lands. 
The money which they paid—one 


fifth of the fall puce—and the interest 
which they pay on the balance is investec 
iu United States bonds or kept in the treas- 
ury. If invested in Government bonds the 
interest does not exceed three per cent, per 
annum, as the bonds command a premium 
of about twenty-five per cent, and draw 
only four por cent, interest. 


The existing law compels the payment oi 


twenty-fire cents per acre for lands and six 
per cent, interest on the balance of one 
dollar por acre, for which the lands are 
held as security. 
This money is invested 


in bonds drawing three or less per cent 
interest. 
The bill under consideration 


proposes to reduce the interest on what is 
due ou contract lands to about what the 
school fund now derives from the bonds in 
which 
school 
moneys 
are 
invested 


Surely there is nothing unjust or uoreas- 
oaablo in that, therefore the hill ought to 
pass.

Orons Destroyed in Tolo Oounty. 


Oalifornia, 


The Elko Independent says it will no 


support a man for tho Presidency who is 
known to be opposed to the free coinage o 
silver. The policy of advocating a pun 
oiple and supporting a candidate who is 
avowedly antagonistic to that principle is 
too inconsistent to be considered for a 
tnonjbtit by anyone who claims to b/a hon» 
est in his convictions. 


That is the spirit evinced by the Demo- 


cratic press of the State und by the leading 
Democrats in Congress who have been 
contending for free coinage. 
Cleveland is 


not in sympathy with his party on the 
Silver question, and unless 
Democrats 


stultify themsalves they cannot support 
him for President. Between him and a 
Republican, however, they would have lo 
do so, as neither the Republican House of 
representatives nor the Re.publicnn Admin- 
istration favor free coinage, and no legisla- 
tion beneficial to the silver interest can be 
expected from that party. The next House 
of Representatives will bo overwhelmingly 
Demooractio and if it fails to pass ft free 
coinage bill, 'Nevada Democrats must join 
the Farmers' AllUnee, unless they act as 
inconsistently as tho Republicans by pro- 
fessing to favor iree coinage, while voting 
to keep in power a party that is opposed 
to it. 


The Gazette says: "The Denioaratic 


press is trying bard to make political cap- 
ital out of the acts of the Nevada Legisla- 
ture. They wilt have to bark up another 
tree in order to get a grain of comfort," 
Iu the language o£ Captain Cuttle, when 
overcome by the wisdom of Jack Bunsby:

TUe Burial of King Knlnkaua.

SAS PBANOISCO, February 27.—The U, S. 


flagship Charleston, which arrived this at 
ternoon from Honolulu after a passage of 
ten days, brings worJ that the Hawaiian 
Ministry has refused to resign, and that 
Qoeen Liliuokalani has appealed to the 
Supreme Court of Hawaii to oust them 
Affairs otherwise are progressing quietly. 


The fuueral of King Kalakana took place 


on the loth inst. The funeral ceremonies 
began in the Throne room of the Palace, 
and the services weo according to the 
ritual of the Episcopal Church. 
The 


Bishop of Honolulu and all the clergy of 
the city paitioipated. The Eoyal family, 
Judges of the Supreme Oourt, Privy Coun- 
cillors, Nobles and other officers of the go 
ernmeut and personal friends of the dead 
King were the only ones present at the 
services, lout the Palace was surrounded by 
natives. 
The remains were taken from 


the Palace to the Church, where seconc 
services were held, nud the city officials 
delegations from other islands, officers ond 
men from vessels in the harbor and promi- 
nent residents were admitted. 
The f uneta 


pageant was the largest ever seen on the 
islands. The catafalque was surmounted 
by a pyramidal dome resting on pillars 
covered with black cloth entwined with 
ribbons of silk. 
At the top of each pillar 


waved a heavy blick plume with white 
tips. The casket was an elaborate piece oi 
native workmanship. The band from the 
Charleston headed the procassion, and was 
followed by officers and a detachment o: 
marines from the Charleston and Mohican 
fl. B. M. S. Nympth, Masons, natives aoc 
others. 
Colonel laukea acted aa Marshal. 


At the Koyal Mausoleum ceremonies were 
conducted by the Bishop of Honolulu and 
Master Mason Phillips, the native choir 
chanting at intervals.

were fired from men-of-war iu the harbor, 
and bells tolled m the city.

This morning the 
river dropped 17 inches ia one hour au 
Yumii residents are feeling less anxious 
The country east for twenty miles is unde 
water and the S. P. tracks are washed ou 
for fully that distance. Trains are runnin 
between £1 Paso and Tucson, bat west 
bound passengers are held at Tucson.

fered to the bill most of which were de- 
feated. 
At 5 o'clock the Committee rose 


and reperted tho bill to the House. 


Farquabsr moved to substitute the House 


bill, which waa agreed to—144 to 47. 
The 


vote then recurred on ordering third read- 


ing, 
the roll was called amidst an intense 


excitement and the motion waa defeated—
